THE INCREASE OF CURRENCY. 

Secretary Windom, in discussing with Judge 
Btewart yesterday his silver bill, and after 
felling him that the sub-treasury was very 

gely visionary, said that our currency should 
be increased at least fifgy millions annually. 
He said the population of this country in- 
creases three per cent a year, while the busi- 
hess interest increases six per cent. There 
ugit, he says, to be a basis between popula- 

faapon, business and currency, and he beheves 
the country could stand increase of $50,- 
00,000 annually to legitimately do its business. 

"We have,”’ said Mr. Windom, $1,400,000,- 
Win circulation, and if the currency was in- 
creased in the same ratio as the population it 
would be £42,000,000 annually. Therefore, an 
increase of fifty million annually would not be 
@infiation. The probability is that congress 
will not pass a free coinage bill, but will pass 
one authorizing the coining of $4,500,000 of 
silver monthly.

Mr. Faulkes spoke against the provision, 


taking these appoiatments from the control of 


the civil service. It was impossible for him, 
he said, to understand why such a provision 
was inserted in the joint resolution. Seven- 
teen medical examiners now in office had been 
appointed under the civil service system aud 
it was proposed now to appoint thirty others 
Witlrout reference to that system. There was 
no exigency demanding it. The eligible list 
today contained the names of more than thirty 
men who had passed their examinations for 
medical examiners and appointments should 
be made from that list. He moved to strike 
out that provision of the joint resolution. 

Mr. Cockre!l called for the yeas and nays. 
The vote resulted, yeas 18, nays 22, not a quor- 
um. Three republican senators—Aldrich, 
Hoar and Sanders-—voted in the affirmative, , 
With the democrats. : 

The roll was called and forty-four senators— 
a quorum—answered to their names. 

ON EARRISON’S SHOULDERS, 

Mr. Hoar moved to amend the amendment 
by inserting the words “under regulations to_ 
be prescribed by the president of the United 
States,’’ 

Mr. Faulkner asked Mr. Hoar the differ- 
ence between the two proposed amendments. 

Mr. Hoar replied that his purpose was to ac- 
complish the thing proposed by Mr. Faulkner, 
for Whose amendment he had voted. If the : 
bill was passed, amended as he (Mr. Hoar) 
proposed, it would bring distinetly to the no- 
tice of the president these particular 
appointments- and . would require from 
him a new exercise of discretion. It was said, 
on one side of the question, that thirty medical 
examiners were to be appointed only for brief 
service —for an emergency, and that that was 
the reason why the genoral civil service rules 
should not apply. He was not in the least af- 
fected, much less convinced, by the sifggestion. 
It was perfecily clear to him that the record 
of no party, no president, and, he suspected, 
of no senator or -representative, would be 
found to be absolutely in accordance with the 
strict letter ‘of their declarations in regard to 
the civil service reform: 

Mr. Plumb—I hope that the senator from 
Massaciusetts will limit the. confession to 
himself. [Laughter on the democratic side.] 

Mr. Hoar (at Mr. Faulkner’s suggestion) 
moditied his amendment so as to make it read 
that “examination for the appointment of 
of these medical examiners shall be under 
reguiations preseribed by the president of the 
United States.’ The amendment was agréed 
to—veas, 35: nays, 8.

THE FIRE RECORD. 
A Large Bakery Burned in Nashville—Other 
blazes. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 17.—This morn- 
ing about 5 o’clock, fire broke out inthe bak- 
ery department of Grubb’s Crackery company, 
on the corner of Front and Clark streets. The 
whoie building was afame before an alarm 
was given. The building was falling in before 
the fire apparatus arrived. A narrow passage 
way connected the bakery with the main store- 
room on Market.street, and-acted as a fiue. 
The third and fourth floors of the storehouse 
were also gutted. Loss by fire and water will 
amount to $70,000. The fire is supposed to 
have caught from the boiler room. 

A, RUSSIAN PALACE DESTROYED. 

St. Parenspuna, April 17.—The imperial 
palace at Oranienbaum, twenty miles west of 
this city has been destroyed by fire. Seven 
of the paiace searvnts were burned to death. 


A Cracker Factory Burned. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 17.—[Special.J— 
The cracker department ef the Grubbs’ candy 
and cracker factory, on front street, was de- 
stroyed by fire this afternoon. They occupied 
two buiklings, the warereom and store front- 
ing on Market street. The company was doing 
alarge business. The factory was consuming 
regularly forty barrels of four and fifteen bar- 
rels of sngar daily. Myr. Grubb said the stock 
ohn hand was valued at $50,000, and the ma- 
chinery cost over $50,000. The building occu- 
pied by the company is owned by Mrs. 58. J. 
Keith, who valued it at $55,000. The portion 
destroyed was valued at $12,000.

THE CURIOUS 

Made by a Murderer for His Self-Pro- 
tection. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., April 17.—[Special.]— 
G.S. Turner, white, murdered his brother-in- 
law, in Spartanburg county, some time ago. 
The murder was so brutal that an attempt was 
made tolynch him. The sheriff, the governor 
and a military posse, however, managed to get 
him away from the lynchers, and he was taken 
to Columbia jail, which, of late, has become 
the refuge of all murderers threatened with 
lynching. Turner today sent the following 
letter to the governor: 

Governor: As Richland county jail is threat- 
ened, or expected to be raided by the lynchers, 
and there being four prisoners in the jail from 
four different counties to escape the lynch law, I 
willbeg your exceliency to order me back to 
Spartanburg jail, with orders to the sheriff of said 
county toarm me, if a mob tries .to raid the 
jail, so that [ may protect my own 
life. Suchathing as the four counties uniting 
may be possible, and if I have to fight, I want to 
fight in my own self-defense. This jail was 
guarded last night,and I think the sheriff of 
Spartanburg can and ought to guard his jail as 
well as Sheriff Rowan. Very respectfuliv, you 
obedient servant, G. 5S. TURNER. 

There are four or fivemurderers hiding —- 
the Coluinmbia jail now in order to escape lynch 
law. Mistrials, acquittais, motions le new 
trials, and packed juries have been so frequent 
in this state that the people are getting reckless.

The Strikes in Chicago. 

Cui1caGo, April 17.—The striking carpenters 
to the number of about 3,C00, paraded through 
the principal streets thisafternoon with bands, 
banners and mottoes. Large crowds gathered 
along the route and an occasional cheer of 
sympathy greeted the marchers. Thirty-tive of 
the forty-five choir boys of Englewood street 
WestjBartholomew church, at sixty-fifth street 
and Stewartjavenue, havegoue jonstrike be- 
cause of the dismissal of their instructor and 
the appointment ofa new one. 

There was a strike of fifteen or twenty men 
of the night force at the gas works, but it has 
not spread further.

The Long Procession to the 
and After the Services 
Bugle Sounds “Taps.” 


WaAsHinetox, April §17.—This .morning at 
8 o’cleck, the coffin enclosing the remains of 
Mr. Randall were borne from his house by a 
squad of capitol police and deposited in the 
lecture room of the Metropolitan Presbyterian 
church, which was appropriately draped. 
There it was visited by many of his.late ‘asso- 
ciates iff the house, by Mr. Wanamaker, and 
by-a large number of his friends, neighbors 
and admirers, About. one hour afterwards, 
the casket. was removed to. the bedy of the 
church and placed upon a catafalque, strewn 
with flowers. Special beautifal floral decora- 
tions were placed near it, one in the shape of 
av obelisk, at the foot of which, imbedded in 
red, white and blue immortelles were the let- 
ters, ““S. O. M. A.,” and the figures, ‘*38-37,”’ 
and another showing an arch spanning 
across. The latter was the contribution of 
the Randall association, of Philadelphia. 
About half-past 9.o’clock carriages with the 
family and immediate friends reached the 
church, and as Mrs. Randal), leaning on the 
avm of her-husband’s brother, two daughters 
(Mrs. Lancaster and Miss Susan), only son and 
namesake of the dead statesman, and other 
rolatives, many of them from Philadelphia, 
moved up the aisle to the seats reserved for 
them in the right center, they were preceded 
by Dr. Chester, wearing a long white scarf 
and reciting the opening to the burial service: 
‘Tam the resurrection and the life.”’ 

Soon afterwards, the members of the joint 


comimittce of the two houses, also wearing 
white scarfs.cntered the church and took their 
seats in the left center—the front row being 
occupied by forrof Mr.Randali’s oldest friends 
and colleagues, O'Neill, Carlisle, McKinley 
and Holman. 

A little back of the joint committee sat Mr. 
and Mrs. Blaine, and near them the vice 
president and Mrs. Morton, Mrs. Harrison, eés- 
corted by Mr. Halford, the president’s private 
secretarv, and Chief Justice Fuller and 
daughter. Mr. Wanamaker was in another 
part afthe church. A large number of sena- 
tors and members of the house, inciuding the 
speaker, and many ex-members were also 
present, 

A deputation ofabout thirty uniformed mem- 
bers of the Grand Army. of the Republic from 
Philedelphia wasin the church, and after- 
wards acted as escort to the funeral procession. 

The great bulk of the congregation was com- 
posed of Mr. Randa!l’s friends and neighbors 
who loved him and sincerely mourned hig 
death. The hymn, ‘“‘Lead, Kindly Light,’’ hav- 
ing been sung by the Schubert quartette, a se- 
lection from the fifteenth chapter of the First 
Corinthians, beginning with the verse, ‘“‘But 
now is Christ risen from the dead,’’ was de- 
claimed by Mr. Milburn, who followed with a 
prayer in which he spoke of the coffin that con- 
tained all that was mortal of ‘‘a loyal and be- 
loved husband, revered and tender father, 
steadfast friend, stainless . patriot, upright 
statesman, an impassioned lover of his country 
and unweary servant of the people.”’ He gave 
thanks and praise ‘‘for the wealth of the spot- 
less name, the nebility of a simple character, a 
career adorned by uprightness and fidelity and 
fearlessness.”’ 

The hymn, “Just as I Am, Without One 
Plea,’’ which was said to be Mr. Randall’s fa- 
vorite hymn, was sung, and then the funeral ser- 
mon was preached by Dr. Chester, as follows: 

In this solemn hour—in this house of God—now 
gather the representatives of a great nation 
around the earthly remains of one of its most 
honored citizens. Here men of different political 
faiths, of various religious creeds, unite in a 
tribute of respect to one whom the nation de- 
lighted to honor. Butitis not to his public ca- 
reer that our thoughts are turned in this solemn 
hour, for it was the wish expressed by Mr. Ran- 
call that his funeral services should be devoid of 
all earthly pomp; that they shou!d be held in the 
sanctuary where the heart instinctiveiy bends in 
reverential adoration before its God, that the 
chief recognition of himself should be his testi- 
mony to the grace of Jesus Christ, as the biessed 
Savior. Expressions of such a desire afford one 
of the best eulogies on his character. It reveals 
the honest simplicity of his nature. It fitly crowns 
the life of service toiman by death of testimony 
to the grace of God. 

To the great men gathered here today comes 
that voice whose utterances carried such weight 
in our legislative halls, the magic of whose influ- 
ence was felt by the whole nation, and it it speaks, 
not of itself, but of the grace and comfort which 
comes to the soul through the crucified one of 
Calvary. He, though dead, yet speaketh, re- 
minds us of faithful saying andgworthy of all ac- 
ceptation by the greatest ruler and huinbiest sub- 
ject, by the most cultured intellect and humblest 
minds, the saying worthy of all acceptation that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners. 
It was the appreciation of this simple yet grand 
proposition which gave Mr. Randall such comfort 
when he faced that most trymg ordeal—the pas- 
sage of the soul to the presence of ifs God. Those 
who knew him intimately recognized the fact that 
long before his last sickness his mind had turned 
to serious reflection. Rearedin youth under the 
influence of the Roepe : coming 
from a pious ancestry, e ew up 
with respect for religion, which instilled 
itself in his attendance on‘ church, in his con- 
ecientious observance of the Sabbath, in his fidel- 
ity to his domestic ties, in his interest in ail Chris- 
tian charities. However men might differ from 
him in opinions, all recognized the rugged honest 
of his character; all knew that his hands coulk 
never be sullied by bribes or his opinions swerved 
by favor. Like all other men he had his tempta- 
tions, but long before his death he had eom- 
pletely conquered every unlawfullappetite, yet, with 
all this morality ofjlife, Mr. Randall ealized that he 
needed that preparation of the heart which codld 
only come through the “blood which cleanseth 
from all sin,’ and by that holy spirit which can 
sanction the soul. Therefore, was it, that after 
cali reflection, he made a request to be baptized 
and be received into the church of Christ. This 
step was taken at atime when, however, anxious 
his friends were about his recovery, he himself 
fully expeeted returning to active 
once remarked to his family: 
that God has given me influence among my fellow 
men and as I nave now a prospect of recovery I 
want henceforth to use the influence of my ex- 
aimple on the side of Christianity,”.was a touch- 
ing scene when more than three months since he 
made a profession of faith of Christ; was bap- 
tized and partook of the sacrement of the Lord's 
Supper. 

Though prostrated on his couch,with that strong 
will which ever characterized his actions,he made 
the last effort of his life to rise from his couch to 
receive the baptismal rite. He devotedly partook 
of emblems of the body and blood of the Savior. 
The little company of his family and friends there 
assembled heard that voice which had often 
through legislative halls speaking in accents of 
the grateful love of the blessed Savior who had 
brought salvation to his soul. That.strong, resolute 
man bowed as meekly as a little child to take the 
yoke of Christ and he whom men delighted 
to honor confessed himself to be a sinner saved by 
grace. Truly,in his case, the promise was ful- 
filled: “Take my yoke and learn of me and ye shall 
find rest for your soul.” In that houra load 
seemed lifted off his mind. He p through 
weeks of severest bodily pain. He fenght nobly, 
COREA EDOUNY hopefully the battle with disease, 
yct he bore his suffering with beautiful Christian 
patience, the promises of God’s word frequent 
meditation on the grace of Christ, prayers offered 
at his bedside were his greatest comfert for a few 
days before his death. He was notable to rouse 
himself, owing to the peculiar nature of the dis- 
ease, but atthe last his mind reasserted its nat- 
ural force on a Sabbath, just as morning broke;

A deputation from the Grand Army of the 

tepublic acted as escort, and crowds of sym- 
pathetic gpectatore lined the route through 
which the dead statesman was borne on the way 
to his last resting place in the Philadelphia 
cemetery, where deceased members of his 
family sleep. 

Beside members and relatives of the family 
who accompanied the remains to Philadelphia, 
were the senate and house committees, hon- 
orary palisbearers, nearly all the members of 
the Pennsylvania delezation in the house and 
a number of other members of the house. 

ARRIVAL IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 17.—The funeral of 
Samuel J. Randall, second of the fathers of 
the popular branch of the national legislative 
body whe have been laid at rest in this com- 
monuwealth within the present calendar year, 
took place this afternoen and was one of the 
most sileatly impressive events witnessed in 
this city for many aday. There was an ab- 
sence of alloutward demonstration, but a look 
at the face¥@f the thousands who had gathered 
2s witnesses of the last sad rites plainly showed 
that their inward feeling had suffered a severe 
shock. The funeral train from Washington 
did not reach Ridge ayenue station of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company’s New York 
line until a few minutes after 3o’clock The 
special train from Broad street station arrived 
a few minutes before, bearing a detail of re- 
serve police who were to carry the casket 
from the station tothe hearse, and brought 
many mé@imbers of local, political, and social 
organizaticas with which Mr. Randall had 
been identi“ed in some way. The arrange- 
ment of M¢. 7 ituting, as it.does, a 
viaduet, made it possible for an immense 
number of people to gain a view ofthe train, 
and the solid mass of humanity which pre- 
sented itself proved thatthe privilege was 
freely availed — of. 

CROWDS AT THE STATION. 

When the funeral train puiled up at the 
station, there were awaiting it, drawn up in 
military style, large delegations from the 
municipal council of the Irish National 
league, Meade Post No. 1 Grand Army of the 
Republic, Samuel J. Randall association, the 
James Page Library association, Continental 
Democratic association, Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic battalion and many friends of the de- 
ceased. When the funera) train arrived the 
cortege at once moved toward West Laurel 
Hill cemetery, the casket and hearse loaded 
with flowers. 

TAKING A LAST LOOK. 


Rev. Dr. Chester, of Washington, recited 


so that those present might be permitted to 
take a look at the departed statesman. A 
quartette from the Meade Post No. 1 Grand 
Army ofthe Republic sang the hymn, ‘‘Re- 
member Now Thy  Creator,’’. which 
was followed with rayer by the 
Rev. Dr. Henry M. Cook. Chaplain Render, 
of Meade Post No.1, pronounced a _ benedic- 
tion, and the quartetie, by special request, 
sang ‘‘Nearer My God to Thee,’’ which was 
rendered with beautiful effect, made still more 
intense, as all about the grave stood with un- 
covered and bowed héads. 
IN THE GRAVE. 

As the last strains died away, Trumpeter 
Kern, of Meade Pest No. 1, stepped up to the 
head of the grave, and, amidst an almost abso- 
lute silefice, sounded ‘‘taps,’’ which pro- 
nounced a military “‘good night to our com- 
rade,’’ and the floral-laden casket was tenderly 
lowered in the grave.

M’GREGOR IS FREE. 


THE JURY BRINGS IN A VERDICT OF 
“NOT GUILTY.” 


A REMARKABLE SCENE IN COURT. 


‘Major McGregor Walks Alone from the 
Courthouse te His Home, Where His 
Family Was in Waiting. 


sAvousta, Ga., April 17.—[Special.J— 
‘Charlies E. McGregor is a free man. 

This morning at9 o’eloek, to the surprise 
ofeverybody, the jury suddenly agreed, and 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 

The prisoner and all ‘his friends had lost 
hope,fand thought a mistrial was certain. 

There was not more than a dozen persons 
present inthe courtroom this morning when 
Judge Lumpkin entered and took his seat on 
the bench. E. P. Davis was the only repre- 
sentative of the state on hand, and neither 
Major McGregor nor his counsel were in the 
room. The judge had decided toend the thing, 
and turn the jury loose. Calling the court to 
order, he said: 

“‘Mr. Sheriff, ask the jury if they have 
reached a verdict or are likely to agree.” 

There was a genuine sensation when Sheriff 
Shirley returned to the courtroom and said: 

‘‘Mr. Hall Baker says, may it please your 
honor, that if he is allowed to make a state- 
ment to the court, he thinks they may agree 
on a verdict.”’ 

THE JURY AGREE. 
A murmur of surprise was heard among 


those present, and every man exchanged sig- 


nificant glances.with his neighbors. It had 
been claisned all along that Mr. Hall Baker 
was the obstinate juror, and here was a ccn- 


firmation of the belief. 

“What would be the nature of his state- 
ment ?’’ yas the next question. 

‘*Let the counsel in the case be called, and 
the pri:‘oner brought to the courtroom, Mr. 
Sheriff.’’ 

The crier went to the front of the court- 
house and called loudly the names of the law- 
yers in the case. This was heard by every- 
body on the public square, and was notice that 
some new development was at hand. In a 
moment a score or two of men occupied seats 
in the courtroom. The fact that, when least 
expected, a verdict of not guilty was at hand 
could hardly be realized as true. There was a 
knock at the door of the jury room, and when 
it was opened the twelve men who had held 
the life of their fellow citizen in their 
hands for the past week, filed into 
the courtroom. There was a look of relief on 
the faces of some, others only showed signs of 
fatigue or weariness, while Mr. Hall Beker, 
on whom all eyes were turned, showed signs of 
weeping and was evidently greatly wrought 
up. He said he had dene what he considered 
it is duty to do, but Major McGregor’s looks 
overpowered his reason at Jast, and he had 
signed a verdit. 

THE VERDICT RENDERED. 

The verdict was handed to Mr. Cason, who 
read aloud : 

“We, the jury, fimd the defendant not 
guilty.” 

The judge ordered no demonstration of any 
kind, and the verdict was received with abso- 
lute silence. The prisoner received the ver- 
dict with composure, and maintained his re- 
markable self-possessicn, even when his 
friends broke down and choked up completely 
in congratulating him on his final deliverance 
from the long trial and suspense. 

There were no members of Mr. McGregor’s 
family in the courtroom, and the positive 
orders of the judge prevented any demonstra- 
tion on the part of his friends. Among others 
who shook hands with the prisoner and con- 
gratulated nim on the happy result ef the 
trial was Judge Lumpkin. He said: 

‘*‘T had to domy duty, old fellow, and I gave 
them the law, just as I should have had to do 
if it had been my own brother.”’ 

“T’m glad you did it,’’ said MeGregor, “for 
I wanted to be acquitted with the law fully 
before the jury.” 

Soon after the court adjourned the daughters 
of Major McGregor brought a beautiful basket 
of flowers to the judge for Mrs. Lumpkin, and 
he gallantly kissed the little maiden in ac- 
knowledging the pretty compliment. 

WALKS HOME ALONE. 

Leaving the courthouse, Major McGregor 
walked alone to his home. He said he did not 
care to be accompanied by anybody, because, 
while not courting any trouble, and not appre- 
hending any, he was a free citizen of Warren- 
ton, and expected to live here, and it was well 
enough for it to be seen at once that he consid- 
ered himself at liberty to go where he pleased 
and when he pleased, without fear of molesta- 
tion. 

Of course he was unharmed, and will con- 
tinue to be, though many of his friends are ap- 
prehensive for his safety. 

When he reached his gate his children came 
rushing to meet him and threw their arms 
about his neck. It wasa touching picture as 
they entered the house, where the overjoyed 
wife, almost overcome by her great happiness, 
waited to be taken into the strong arms of her 
husband, again a free man. 

Many friends called at the happy home to 
congratulate Major McGregor, and scores of 
telegrams were received from all parts of the 
State. 


SHOT FROM AMBUSH. 


A Brutal Assassination in North Caro- 
lina. 

RaAveicu, N.C., April 18.—|Special.}—News 
was received here today of a horrible assassina- 
tion at the town of Clianton. Edward N. But- 
ler, just after noon, was going down town from 
dinner. When he reached a point near where 
the road crosses a stream, he was shot down 
from ambush. Behind a fence and screened 
by bushes the assassin stood. He had cut the 
bushes to open his view, and had been whit 
tling while he awaited the approach of his 
victim.

HANGING FROM A TREE. 


A Woman-Whipper Puts an End to His

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 17.—[{[SpecialJj—A 
suit for $10,000 damages was to-day filed by 
Mrs. Mary E. Slayden against Drs. W. A. 
Harrison and Duncan and Paul F. Eve, on ac- 
count of the accidental death of her husband 
in March, 1889. In her bill of complaint Mrs. 
Slayden alleges that her husband was killed 
by adose of chicroform adininistered by the 
defendants in the suit. She ciaims that her 
husband at first refused to be placed under the 
influence of any anawsthetic, he being subject 
to heart disease, and that the medicine was 
administered despite his protest. Slayden had 
placed himself in the physicians hands and a 
delicate surgical operation was to be per- 
formed on him. He died from the effects of 
an anzsthetic before the physicians began the 
operation.

MR. KING'S TESTIMONY. 

When Mr. Jack King was introduced to 

rove Mr. Allgood’s threat made on the ¢2y 

iolmes’s farm implements were soldin Dectm- 
ber, 1887, the state objected on the ground 
that it was an uncommunicated 
threats, and was too remote from the time of 
the tragedy to be a part of the resgeste. 

Judge Branham argued that it was one of a 
chain of events, and that this uncommuni- 
cated threat was admissable to corroborate 
other evidence of communicated threats. 

Judge Maddox said the trouble was in going 
behind a reconciliation that had occurred be- 
tween the early and the latter threats. 

Judge Branham urges Seab Wright’s sug- 
gestion that, though there had been a _ recon- 
ciliation, Mr. Allgood had never wavered 
from his determination to kill Holmes if he 
ousted him from the presidency of the factory. 

Colonel Hammond insisted that all the de- 
cisions were to the effect that an uncommuni- 
cated threat, not near enough to be part of the 
resceste, could not be admitted. 

Judge Maddox admitted the  tes- 
timony on the ground that it 
corroborated communicated threats made 
about the same time. He said he sat up all 
night studying the question, and could find no 
decision in the Georgia reports to cover similar 
facts. There was no Alabama case that fa- 
vored a broader view of the testimony than 
usual on the idea that to settle the question of 
who was the aggressor, an uncomimunicated 
threat might be admitted to show the animus 
of the deceased. 

THE INTERVIEW DESCRIBED. 

Mr. King then went on with his testimony, 
and described, as follows, his interview with 
ID. F. Algvod in December, 1887. 

‘‘It was on the morning of the sale, about 10 
o'clock. Imet Mr. Algood and asked him 
how he was and things were getting along at 
the factory. He said they were getting along 
nicely, except that they were trying to put 
him out of the presidency of the  fac- 
tory, and Dr. Holmes was at the 
bottom of it, trying to oust him. He said his 
father had left the property to him, and Dr. 
Holmes was an interloper, who had come into 
the family and was trying to put him out. 
That if he did it, he would kiilhim. Hesaid: 
*I would as soon be dead as to be out of the 
factory in that way, for life would not be 
worth living afterwards. Any way, I have got 
enough to support my wife and my boy.’ ”’ 

WHAT THE WITNESSES TESTIFIED TO. 

A number of witnesses were examined by 
the defense in the morning to connect the dif- 
ferent links in their chain of evidence. So far 
as they have gone they have succecded well in 
establishing what they proposed at the outset. 

Mr. W. T. Smith and Mr. William Gallo- 
Way were introduced to give evidence cor- 
roborating the testimony of Combs, the depot 
agent. ‘They swore that on the train down on 
the afternoon of the tragedy Mr. Galloway 
asked Mr. Allgood if he was going to the 
opera house, and he, raising his cane, said: ‘‘] 
am Yyoing to work this stick over a d—d ras- 
cal’s head.”’ 

‘*‘Who has been trespassing on your rights ?”’ 
said Mr. Smith, but Mr. Algood refused to tell 
the naine. 

MR. MARSH TESTIFIES. 

The important testimony of the afternoon 
was that of Mr. E. W. Marsh, relative to what 
occurred at the family meeting the Sunday be- 
fore the tragedy, and that of the three gentle- 
men who were in the carriage with Dr. 
Holmes. 

Mr. Marsh testified that in December, 1889, 
he wrotea letterto Mr. D. F. Algood, and 
subsequently in January, 1890. “Mr. Algood 
submitted to him some amendments tothe 
by-laws of the Trion Manufacturing 
company. Theeffect of these amendments 
was to make the secretary responsible for any 
overdraft. Mr. Algood’s salary was $2,000 a 
year, and he owned $25,000 of stock, worth 
150. That made his stock worth about $35,500, 
and his account at the factory was overdrawn 
$48,000. This Mr. Marsh doubted Mr. Algood’s 
ability to pay without sacrificing his real es- 
tate. Mrs. Holmes, who owned 


carriage stopped Mr. Matlock was on the seat 
with the driver, Mr. Caleb Dempsey. They 
testified that when the carriage came down 
Bread street to the Masonic temple, Dr. 
Holmes instructed the driver to turn out and 
go by the Baptist church down East First 
street.

Just then the first shot came out of the car- 
riage from Dr. Holmes. Mr. Matlock says 
Mr. Algoed half dropped, perhaps his feet 
were bent under him; perhaps he drépped on 
his knee. He said: ‘Oh, doctor! Oh, 
Dr. Holmes,” and was working 
his hand up and down, trying’ to 
get out his pistol. 

Mr. Matlock says his eyes were blinded by 
the first shot, and while he rubbed his hand 
across them, the second occurred, and he 
jumped down and raised Mr. Algood’s head. 
Mr. McKeldon jumped out of the carriage on 
the street side, at the first shot, and went 
toward the horse’s head. The second shot was 
fired before he got round, and Mr. Matlock 
had hold of Mr. Algood. Mr. Dempsey says 
that when he first saw Mr. Algood that he had 
his hand on his pistol. He cried, ‘Hello, don’t

Our contemporary cites the fact that 
neither of these territories “has anything 
like the 152,912 inhabitants required to 
secure one repsesentative under the present 
legal appointment.’’. But, as Nevada, with 
$5,000 people, has a representative, it is 
presumed that the territories now under 
consideration will get there; too. . ~ 

Of course there is no national need which 
is supplied by the admission cf these tervi- 
tories, and the motive of the republicans in 
forcing them into the union is clearly a sel- 
fish and partisan one, a big bid for votes, of 
which they will feel the need later on in the 
political season. , 

The waning influence of the party in 
states which haye been always strongly 
‘republican has set its leaders to thinking 
and devising new schemes to sustain its 
failing strength; so in the guise of virtue 
and disinterested patriotism they are reach- 
ing out to the far corners of the country and 
getting what they can, 

But things sometimes. work contrarily. 
What appears to be a republican evil now 
may yet-resultin a democratic good. When 
a new political era dawns on the country, as 
it certainly will, we may put these new 
states to excellent democratic uses. 


Trying to Degrade Silver. 

Some of the eastern organs carry their op- 
position to silver somewhat beyond the 
‘Jimits of prudence. Here is the Springfield 
Republican, for instance, throwing away its 
usual caution, and asking such quertions as 
these: ‘‘Is the republican party preparing 
to desert the cause of honest money? © Will 
its leaders in Congress venture to in- 
dorse the free coinage of seventy-five-cent 
dollars?”’ 

Now this isan announcement by a _ re- 
putable paper that the money the people are 
receiving and paving out is made up of 
seventy-five-cent dollars. If the readers of 
the Republican didn’t know as much about 
the question as the editor, or even more, 
they would probably be very much dis- 
turbed in their minds, 

The Republican, we will state, is an hon- 
est newspaper, but it is employing the argu- 
ments of organs that are not honest. If all 
the people could be convinced that the sil- 
ver dollar was worth only seventy-five cents, 
the country would be practically ruined. A 
tremendous panie would ensue, and while 
Wall street and the eastern speculators 
would get their pickings, in the long-run 
they would suffer with the great mass of the 
people. The editor ofthe Republican, while 
he is attempting to degrade the silver dollar, 
continues to receive it for subscriptions and 
to pay it out in his business on a gold basis. 

‘We should think that the monometalists 
would be a little more modest in their 
prophecies and predictions since their ex- 
perience with the Bland law. Everything 
they said in regard to the probable results of 
that bill turned out to be false. They said 
gold would be driven out of the country and 
out of circulation; but there is more gold in 
the treasury and mere in circulation than 
every before. ‘They said that the silver dol- 
Jar would be depreciated, and that serious 
financiai disturbance would ensue; but the 
silver dollar is as good as the gold dollar, 
and the whole country is enjoying unex- 
ampled prosperity. 

We should think that these things would 
put to shame the organs of Wall street. 
Silence is sometimes mistaken for modesty, 
and surely the monometalists could employ 
this convenient shield to cover their ignor- 
ance.

- Qn what pfoved to be ‘his*death-bed, Mr. 
Randall severely criticised the McKinley 
tariff bill. Though he was in favor of rea- 
sonable pretection’to American industries, 
his judgment could not tolerate nor his ex- 
perience indorse this blundering and vicious 
measure. What the country demands is 
tariff reform, but, the republicans, instead of 
responding to that demand, are adding to 
the inequalities of the tariff and increasing 
the taxes that are unnecessary. .

Théir 
measure repeals the duty on sugar, and gives 
to producers a bounty which, it is estimated, 
will increase taxation $65,000,000 annually.

The 
duty on sugar was not a protective duty, 
and the result of it went into the treasury 
and was employed to aid in carrying on the 
government, There is no justification what- 
ever of the bounty, which not only adds to 
the taxes of the people, but abolishes the 
large revenue derived from the sugar duty. 

This is merely a specimen of the repub- 
lican tariff bill. It is another attack on the 
pockets of the people. It is thoroughly 
riddled and exposed by the minority report 
prepared by the democrats of the ways and 
ineans committee.

~ LOVE RULES ALL, 
“THE DAUGHTER OF THE CONFED- 
ERACY” TO WED A SCION 


Of a Pieneer Abolitionist—Miss Winnie 
Davis, the Favorite Child of the Late 
Jefferson Davis, Is Engaged. 


Syracuse, N. Y., April 15.—The Herald 
correspoudent has verified a report of a very 
interesting nature, which has materialized into 
a fact of great significance and cannnot fail to 
attraet the widest attention in both Europe and 
America. In a word, it is the crowning event 
of the great rebellion. Itis nothing more or 
less than the announcement made to very in- 
timate friends here of the marriage of Miss 
Winnie Davis, the eldest daughter of Jefferson 
Davis, the late president of the southern con- 
federacy, to Mr. Alfred Wilkinson, of this 
city, the grandson of Samuel J. May, the great 
abolitionist leader. wad 

HERALDED BY THE GARRULOUS DAME. 

Dame rnmor has for a long time past whis- 
pered of the possibility of such an event com- 
ing to pass, but it was only when Mr. Wéilkin- 
son returned from Europe a few weeks ago 
that the rumor began to assume tangible 
shape, and it was only within a day or two ago 
that one of Mr. May’s bosom friends was ap- 
prised of the engagement. 

The event is of more than ordinary signifi- 
cance owing to its bearing on the birth and fall 
of the rebellion. This marriage, when accom- 
plished, will unite two families who have 
been heretofore the most implacable political 
foes, and to whose efforts the fierceness and 
fervor of the rebellion are largely due. 

The life of Miss Davis is too well known to 
be repeated here, but the story of Mr. Wilkin- 
son’s parentage is comparatively unknown. 
He is a2 son of John Wilkinson, a very promi- 
nent figure in local history, and the grandson 
of Rev. Samuel J. May. The name of the 
Rev. Mr. May is one of the bright gems in the 
abolition sky, forhe was the pionoer, with 
Garrison, Emerson, Phillips and Longfellow, 
in the great work for the abolition of 
slavery. Not only in the United States, 
but in Europe also, did he fight for the 
abolition cause. In Great Britain especially, 
Mr. May lectured upon siavery to large au- 
diences. After his removal to Syracuse, Mr. 
May continued to be very active and promi- 
nentin promoting the anti-slavery reform. 
Hesoon became known far and wide as a fear- 
less and uncompromising abolitionist. Hun- 
dreds of men, women and children, fleeing 
from bondage and bound for Canada, came to 
him. for protection and help, and they never 
camein vain. He assisted many to escape, 
among them being the celebrated Jerry Mc- 
Henny, whose liberation created such a sen- 
sation, the anniversary of which was cele- 
brated for several years. 

MR. MAY’S PART IN ABOLITIONISM. 

As the meetings of the abolitionists, shortly 
before the declaration of war, were violently 
assailed in Boston and other cities, the mayor 
of Syracuse earnestly requested Mr. May to 
prevent the holding of a meeting here lest it 
should provoke a riot. Twenty of the most 
influential gentlemen of Syracuse, nearly half 
of whom were his parishioners, addressed a 
letter to Mr. May telling him that they were 
creditably informed that organized and forci- 
ble efforts to prevent the holding of 
the abolition convention would be made. 
Probably this was one of the severest tests to 
which Mr. May’s loyalty to his own convic- 
tions was ever subjected. Before the hour ap- 
pointed for the convention rioters took posses- 
sion of the hall which Mr.- May had hired for 
the convention and he was roughly used, the 
meeting being prevented and Mr. May was 
burned in effigy in Hanover square. 

It was not long afterward that the firing 
upon Fort Sumter put an end to such proceed- 
ings in the free states. It is this man’s grand- 
son who is to wed the ‘‘Daughter of the Con- 
federacy.’”’ 

A ROMANTIC COURTSHIP. 

The story of the courtship is most romantic. 
Miss Winnie Davis came north some four years 
ago to visit Dr. Thomas Emory, of the firm of 
D. McCarthy & Co., in this city. It was her 
first visit to this old abolitionist stronghold, 
and she was consequently quite anxious to 
meet the society of Syracuse. At one of the 
receptions given herin honor, she was in- 
troduced to Mr. Alfred Wilkinson. It will be 
remembered that Miss Winnie received a very 
cool reception in one or two houses here, and 
this treatment of the ‘‘Daughter of the Confed 
eracy’’ issaid tohave brought herand Mr. 
Wilkinson in very close relatiors. He re- 
sented the coolness shown her and gallantly 
championed her cause. The friendship thus 
engendered between them blossomed into love 
in due time. Miss Winnie later on went to 
Europe with a cousin of hers, and is still there. 

Mr. Wilkinson some two months ago crossod 
the ocean to see Miss Davis and spent several 
weeks with her sight-seeing on the continent 
and pressing his suit. When le returned they 
were betrothed. 

Mr. Wilkinson is a bright and promising 
young lawyer here, about twenty-eight years 
of age. His law partner is Mr. Albert Hey. 
Their business is almost entirely confined to 
patent cases. Theirincome is quite fair, but 
Mr. Wilkinson is not arich man. It is a love 
match. The young man, however, moves in 
the very best society here and stands high in 
the estimation of the community. 

: NO DATE SET YET. 

The actual time for the wedding has not 
been set, but it is understood that the date 
will be in the near future. It is vaguely hinted 
that there is no very remote connection be- 
tween the European trip and the wedding 
trousseau. Whether or not Miss Davis’s 
friends have been apprised of the coming wed- 
ding is not known, but it is believed that some 
of them at least are still in blissful ignorance 
of the affair. Among the few friends of Mr. 
Wilkinson here who know that the wedding 
isan assured fact there isthe greatest sur- 
prise. That the representative children of the 
north and south should thus come together is 
to them like the reputed love of God ‘‘sur- 
passing all understanding.”’

INTERNAL REVENUE. 


Tho New Tax Year Begins on the First 
Day of May. 


It is important for those paying internal 
revenue taxes to remember that the 30th of 
April is the end of the tax year. 

eturns should be made to Collector W. H. 
Johnson in Atlanta, or to the deputy collecter 
of the division. 

A certain form—known as No. 11—must be 
filed, first being sworn to before some officer 
authorized to administer an oath. If the form 
is not filed as required, the offender will be 
compelled to pay a penalty of fifty per cent of 
the amount of his tax, and will be liable for 
carrying on business without a stamp. 

The former may be had upon application to 
the collector. 

The issue for the new year begins on the 21st 
of April—next Monday. All deputy collectors 
throughout the state are supplied with special 
tax stamps and will visit mostof the impor- 
tant towns of the state to issue stamps to tax- 
pavers. 

Collector Johnson expresses himself as 
anxious to give all possible accommodation 
and convenience to those interested. 

There are about 25,000 of these tax-payers in 
the state of Georgia. 

All of those residing in Atlanta will do well 
not to wait until May Ist, but come to the 
revenue office and get their stamps any time 
after the 2lst of April. 

The following notice by Commissioner John 
W. Mason may be of value to those liable for 
these taxes. 

Every person or firm engaged in the business of 
the manufacture or sale of fermented liquors, 
stills, distilled spirits, tobacco, suuff, cigars, or 
cigarettes, and’ oleomargerine, must each year 
register the name, residence, place of business, 
etc., with the collector of internal revenue of the 
district, and procure and keep conspicuously dis- 
played in the place of business the proper special 
tax stamp required by law. 

Persons paying a special tax for a fractional 
part of a year will be liable from the first day of 
the month in whch they commence business to the 
end of the special tax year, except manufacturers 
ot oleomaryerine commencing business after July 
ist, who will be liable from July Ist; and if they 
failto make return to the collector or proper 
deputy collector of the district where located, be- 
fore or during the month in which business js 
commenced, the commissioner of internal revenue 
is required by law to assess a penalty of. fifty per 
cent of the amount of special tax in addition to 
the tax, and the collector of internal revenue of 
the district must in all cases collect the same. 

Whenever a firm is changed by taking in a new 
memtLer, the new firm must pay another tax for 
the balance of the special tax year. 

In case of removal from one place of business to 
another, the business specified in the special tax 
Stamp may be carried on at the new place, pro- 
vided the owner of the special tax stamp shall 
register such removal with the coilector of the 
district, and sha]] procure from him the proper 
indorsement on the special tax stamp showing 
such removal.

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The Superior Court Takes Up the East Point

in all probability they will never oven again 
to receive them back as students. 

The school may pass into other hands, con- 
tinuing in its present high standard, but the 
chances are that it will cease to exist when 
Mrs. Ballard retires at the close of the present 
term, 

Mrs. Ballard has under consideration several 
propositions from prominent educators who 
desire to take up the work she has followed so 
suceessfully in the founding and up-building of 
the Atlanta Female institute. 

She is also considering propositions from 
other parties who want the magnificent home 
of the school for a different purpose. 

The institute may be converted into a hotel. 
In -fact, it will be if one of the propositions 
from those who desire to lease the school, its 
good will and equipment, is closed by the end 
of this week. 

Mrs. Ballard has determined to retire from 
the school, but, of course, is naturally averse 
to allowing it to fall through entirely. She 
is anxious to lease it to parties whose purpose 
is to continue its existence, and has done her 
best to attain that end. 

Under her accomplished management the 
Atlanta Female institute has become known 
all over the country, Last year’s annual cata- 
logue was applied for in thirty states, and the 
boarding pupils now attending the school 
represent almost all of the southern states. 

Mrs. Ballard has been identified with the 
educational interests of Atlanta for a score of 
years. She, at one time, taughtin the public 
schools, and her private school was the first 
for the higher education of young ladies éver 
established in Atlanta. 

Nine years ago, anumber of public-spirited 
citizens, recognizing her ability asan educator, 
and the benefit which such an enterprise as hers 
could be to the city, organized a stock company 
and built for her the present handsome and 
valuable home of the institute. 

From that time on the school has run @ use- 
ful and brilliant course, and Mrs. Ballard has 
bought in the stock and now owns the building 
and commodious grounds, the value of which 
runs far up into the thousands of dollars. 

She has gathered around her an ad- 
mirable staff of instructors in all 
the branches of study. From the 
first the school took first place 
in its music and art departments, as well as in 
the languages and classics. In fact, Mrs. Bal- 
lard was a pioneer in the cultivation of 
musical taste, and the Atlanta Female insti- 
tute was the first school in the state to have a 
regularly organized art department. 

Professors Barili and Sternberg were intro- 
duced to Atlanta through Mrs. Ballard’s 
school. 

Most ofthe present teachers in the school 
have been connected with it for years,and many 
of them have already accepted other offers, and 
will retire from the institute along with Mrs. 
Ballard, 

Professor Sternberg, the professor of music, 
has aceepted a call to Philadelphia. He will 
leave for that city when the institute passes 
from the control of Mrs. Ballard. 

Mrs. Ballard’s reason for giving up her 
_school is that she desires to be relieved of such 
grave responsibility and retire to private life. 
She has contemplated the _ step for 
a good while, but her action was precipitated 
by the heavy taxes which she was required to 
pay. Recently she has been required to pay 
both state and county taxes for nine years, the 
law holding that the property was not exempt. 

Mrs. Ballard states that under such a heavy 
burden of taxation as the value of the prop- 
erty entai)s upon hershe is not justified in 
continuing the school, notwithstanding the 
fact that it is now in a more prosperous condi- 
tion than it has ever been. 

If the institute should cease to be, Atlanta 


will lose one of her proudest and most useful 
institutions.

For a long time an annonneement of the pur- 
chase of the road has been expected. The East 
Tennessee wanted it, and the Louisville and 
Nashville wanted it. 

The main line of the Kentucky Central is 
157 miles, from Cincinnati to Livingston, with 
a branch road nineteen miles long to Lexing- 
ton ; another thirty-four miles long to Rowland, 
and the Maysville branch of fifty miles, mak- 
ing a total of 260 miles. 

The lease ‘of the Queen and Crescent gives 
the East Tennessee a line into Cincinnati. 

The purchase of the Kentucky Central 
practically gives it two lines between Cincin- 
nati and Chattanooga. From Livingston—the 
present terminus of the Kentucky Central— 
there is a gap to Jellico, another East Tennes- 
see terminus. This must bi filed in to make 
the second through line from Cincinnati to 
Chattanooga. The Louisville and Nashville 
nowowns a line between Jellico and Liv- 
ingston, but the lease of this 
is regarded as out of the question, and the 
East Tennessee will probably have to build 
their own line between these two poinis.

HAWKINSVILLE, April 17.—[Special.]— 
Mawkinsville gay e pre lay to her Atlanta vis- 
ijtors. The people are aroused over the prom- 
ising prospect of being linked with the cap- 
ital. 

Hon. E. P. Howell made a stirring speech 
in behalf of the Hawkinsville and Florida 
Southern railroad, and his effort met a hearty 
response. Captain KR. I’. Maddox stated that 
the Atlanta and Florida was looked upon as

AN OLD MAN PARDONED. 


Thomas L. Stalkner bb Allowed to Return 
Home to Die. 


The executive department issued a pardon 
yesterday to Thomas L. Stalkner, who was 
sentenced in 1873 to serve a life sentence for 
murder in the Burke superior court. 

The reasons for the pardon were that Stalk- 
ner was sentenced principally on circumstan- 
tial evidence, and after his incarceration the 
principal witness against him acknowledged 
on his death-bed that his testimony was untrue 
and was given because of a personal hatred to 
the prisoner. 

Another reason given in the pardon was that 
Stalkner is now over seventy years old, and 
his health is so bad. that the doctors say he 
can only live a few days longer, and it was 
thought best to let him die with children and 
grandchildren about him. 

The petition for the old man’s release has 
been on file for several years, but no action 
was taken until yesterday.

Sewers and Water Bonds. 

Eprrons CONSTITUTION: The proposition to is- 
gue bonds fer waterworks and for the extension of 
ef trunk sewers, is ,of the utmost importance to 
this city. . 

There is no longer a doubt that the population 
will, within the near future, pass 100,000, and there 
is every reason to believe that within afew years 
at will pass 150,000. This is no idle talk. Facts 
justify the statements. | 

Present indications appear to show that during 
this year from five to eight million dollars will be 
invested in improvements. That sum will be per- 
gmanently added to the wealth of the city. During 
the past we have had periods of depression, just 
as all people have,but there has never been a day or 
or an hour, when Atlanta was not growing. If the 
past year and this have surpassed allothers, it is 
only because we are now realizing what is due to 
the energy of our people and the natural advan- 
tages of the place. 

A healthy spot was chosen for the site of the 
rity, and the work of undoing what nature did for 
us, has not progressed far enough, to bring the 
hea!thfulness of the city into question. We have 
simply reached that point. The fearful diseases 
that have visited many other cities have been un- 
known tous. No plague has been able to estab- 
lish itself in Atlanta. Yellow fever brought into 
the city has never extended toa single case. On 
the rock of health the city rests, without it, this 
marvelous prosperity never would have existed. 
It has had more to do with the growth of the city 
than all other causes combined. The past finan- 
cial policy of the city is almostas nothing com- 
pared with it The day when this claim of ours 
to great healthfulness can be justiy questioned, 
will be a more fatal one than that on which Sher- 
man reduced it to ashes—from his torch we did re- 
cover, {rom this other cause we hever Can. 

We have here as noble a people as ever lived. 
We are inviting the stranger, and men and money 
are pouring in so thateach daycan claim addi- 
tions to wealth and population. Obviously, the 
first thing to consider is the health of these people, 
because, if we had no higher motive, our good 
health rests our claim to superior advantages. It is 

jain common-sense that we should take no risk 
inthe matter of health. Urder the circumstances 
surrounding us, to Knowingly put the health of 
the city at hazard would be madness. What, 
then, is our condition? 

There are some facts that are admitted and 
known by all. It is conceded that an 
abundant supply of water is a necessity. 

ehaveasupply at present. The present de- 
mand is reasonably met, but it is obvious that as 
the population is increasing so rapidly more 
water will be needed by the time it can be sup- 
plied. A necessary part of every waterworks sys- 
temisthe sewer. The waterthat is brought into 
the city has to be taken out again, and the sewer 
for taking it out is of even greater necessity than 
the pipe for bringing it in—the two go together— 
in the nature of things they are inseparable. The 
policy that looks to introducing water intoa city 
and there polluting it without atthe same time 
providing for taking it out, is no less than sui- 
cidal. Better never introduce it than to 
neziect it after it is introduced. That neglect 
means death. If the sewerage at present is insuf- 
ficient and dangerous, what will it be if it should 
not keep pace with the growth of the city and the 
increased use of water? We have trunk sewers, 
and into them the small lateral sewers are 
emptied. These small sewers, extending into dif- 
ferent localities as needed, carry,the sewage of the 
city into the trunk sewers, so that those trunk 
Bewers are charged with all the sewage of the city. 
At present they discharge the  sew- 
age within the city limits. The  propesi- 
tion is to extend these trunk sewers, so that their 
contents shall be discharged beyond the limits of 
the city. The proposition is a just one. In com 
mon justice, what right has central property ‘to 
ask that it shall be drained and protected at the 
expense of the more remote property? What 
reason is there in asking that central property 
shal] dump and discharge what it fejects upon 
other people and their property? All agree that 
the extension of these trunk sewers is = an 
absolute necessity. That they have to be extended 


-ho sane man doubts. The question is when shall 


it be done? Shall it be done now or shall we wait 
for years and extend them by making additions 
year by year? Shall we take the filth of the city 
at once and put it beyond the city limits, where it 
can do no harin, or shall we trifle with it and take 
it.out, step by step, polluting the earth and air as 
we go? Shall we promptly take steps and pre- 
serve the health of the city, or Shall we trifle with 
this feariul enemy until sickness and death under- 
mine our prosperity? 

We have, in organizing the city government, 
entrusted its different departments to gentlemen 
who are supposed to be capable and faithful. In 
the nature of things we were obliged to do this. 
The supervision of the health department has 
been entrusted -to gentlemen who are capable of 
discharging the duty. They were placed upon the 
board because they knew how to attend to it, 
They are W.S. Armstrong, James B. Baird, James 
¥. Alexander, William M. Curtisjand John Tyler 

per. 

A better board cannot be made in this city, and 
in this matter of health, it is my privilege and my 
duty as a citizen, to consult them. ‘They are our 
public officers worthy of public confidence, and I 
am willing to trust them. They say that they “do 
not hesitate to express the emphatic conviction 

at the gravity of the issues involved, justifies the 
€xtraordinary expenditure, and that the 
Banitary welfare of the people re- 
quires the prompt issue of the bonds in 
order that these urgent, imperative sanitary 
Wemands may be fully met.” And these gentle- 
men close their communication with these words: 

“We would entreat our fellow-citizens to awake 
tothe magnitude of the issue, and to seize the 
proffered means of rescue and of Safety.” 

More, a board of health could not say. We as- 
sume great responsibility when We lightly consider 
their words. The Sanitary welfare of the people, 

y Say, requires the issuance of the bonds, anil 
the sanitary deinands are urgent and imperative. 

In another place Dr. Baird has said this: 

it thus appeared that the public health impera- 
tiveiy demands that we shall now do what we shall 
be compelled to do any way within afew years. 

n the face of these facts there ought to bé no hes- 

tation about voting these bonds.’ 

Thus far, I have considered this matter of the 
public health at its money value and merely con- 
ducing to the general prosperity of the city. 
There is anothe: view that should be considered 
first of all. The claims of a common humanity 
rise alove everything else.

Captain George B. Forbes, who has made a 
careful study of the sewer system and of the 
contemplated improvement, yesterday said: 

Much his been writtenabout the sewers of the 
city and the coming election for the iseue of bonds 
tosecure the needed sewerage. Our board of 
he: lth bas teen urging this necessity upon the 
city authorities for the pa-t ten yeare. They are 
capable, conscientions men, and what they say 
about the needs of the city should be caretully 
considered. In conversation with one of the board 
he informe me that there are twelve 
thousand houses in the city, and while sewer con- 
nection with each house is compulsory, only about 
three thousand houses have this connection. This 
leaves nine thousand houses'to be relieved from 
surface excrement by the urtreemly soil carts. The 
cost of carrying off this deposit and the force 
necessary to bury it, costs the city annually 
as much money as the interest on the bonds 
necessary to give the city good sewerage, would 
amount to, 

ln this, at the end jof each year, we have 
nothing left to show for the expenditure; on the 
other hand, we would have the best of sewers, and 
at the expiration of the time for which the bonds 
may be issued, we would be in first-class 
condition, and the present generation would be 
free from contamination, as they need to be, and 
the generation following would have to pay a 
part of the burden. 

Economy in public affairs is to be commended, 
but parsimony is to be deprecated, As to the 
debt injuring the credit of the city, is a 
false alarm, as by the constitution of the 
state we cannot place but a certain amount of 
debt upon the city; and this amount, if even fully 
covered with bonds, will find Atianta’s credit al- 
ways at or above par. 

We have about two hundred miles of streets, 
and only twenty miles of sewerage—good, bad and 
indifferent—and not a single sewer that does 
not terminate within one-fourth of a 
mile of the city limits, and one 
within a few blocks of the center of the city. 

There is a threatening evil in this condition of 
affairs, and the people shou'’d be aroused to their 
eondition, andif fully posted would readily vote 
for the bonds for this great sanitary need of the 
city. The sewer from Wall to Fair street 1s noth- 
ing more than a drain, being built of rough stone, 
and has a jagged, uneven. surface on the inside 
which unavoidabiy catches and retains anything 
of a filthy character, and this capses the toul 
odors that escape from the sewer eyes on the 
strects. 

This, ina great measure, will be corrected by 
building good brick sewers, with smooth surfaces. 

* these sewers are now built it will save 

city of a threatening evil and put 
it ten years ahead jin its sanitary condition, 
As to the question of improving thé property of 
certain citizens, as to value,! think is no argument 
against it for such citizen would .pay more taxes, 

Aceording to the increase of the value of his 
real estate, the evil threatened by the terminus of 
these sewers cannot be ug ae confined a 
certain locality, as they in their present 
condition form a cordon all around the city, and 
if they should become so obnoxious as to cause 
sickness, we could not tell where it would begin 
or where it would end.’

The Colored Men of Virginia Meet and Pass 
Resolutions. 

RicHmonpd, Va., April 17.—At the state 
convention of colored men in session here, 
the committee on resolutions reported a 
series of resolutions, in which they declare 
the defeat of the Blair bill by the senate is a 
blow at popular education, express disapproval 
of the aets of the present legislature of Vir- 
ginia in their efforts to cripple the already 
feeble provisions in negro education in this 
commonwealth, as evidenced by their election 
to oftice of a superintendent of public instruc- 
tion a man who has declared negro education 
to be a failure and who contends that the ne- 
groes, though laborers, are not the real tax 
payers of the commonwealth. ‘*‘We more 
earnestly,’’ thecommittee says, ‘‘and if possible 
more vigorously, condemn the governor of this 
commonwealth, a professor in Christian faith, 
a pretended humanitarian, a product of the 
black belt, the putative friend of the negro, 
yet who signed a bill reducing the appropria- 
tion for the colored normal school, and also 
opposed a measure removing colored men as 
trustees of said school, though in politics they 
were supposed to be democrats, and in appoint- 
ing in their stead men who are openly opposed 
to the higher education of the negro. The 
resolutions were adopted. 


THE CONGO’S WHITE POPULATION, 


It Has Increased Ninefold Within the Past 
Few Years. 

BrusseEis, April 16.—The Congo State 
has just taken a census of the white popula- 
tion living in its territory. It finds that 450 
white persons, inculding a few women, are now 
living in the free state. The largest white 
population is at Boma, fifty miles up the river, 
wherg 141 Europeans live. At Banana, the 
mough of the river, there are eighty-eight 
whites. Matadi, the point where the Congo 
railread begins, will soon be second in white 


Population, as the railroad enterprise is begin- 


ning to take a good many white men there. 

Among the white residents 175 are Belgians, 
forty-five are English, and only eighteen, 
chiefly missionaries, are Americans. When 
Stanley, eleven years ago, began his work on 
the river there were only about fifty white 
nen there, all on the lower river, while now 
nearly a hundred whites live at and above 
Leopoldville on Stanley Pool.

NEW YORK, April 17.—The stock market, while 
rather dull today, was strong almost all the way 
through, and while the movements in most of the 
list was confi ne d to significant proportions, a few 
stocks mace large advances and activity in them 
served to make a moderate day’s business, and 
sugar refineries was the feature of the forenoon, 
and Lackawanna of the latter portion of the day, 
and except in a few specialties these two stocks 
monopolized the attention of traders and showed 
the only wide fiuctuations. The probability 
of some legislation which will make silver 
of more consequenee in the world and at the 
same time afford the means of increasing the 
amount of available funds for the purpose of 
speculation, gave tie markets an impetus and 
with other fay pect factors entirely overrode the 
effect of rather discouraging news from Chicago. 
The announcement of the intention to attempt to 
use steamers of the Pacific Mail company in con- 
nection with the Northern Pacific, despite the re- 
lations existing between Pacitic mail 
and Union Pacific, and further’ re- 
duction of rates of the Missouri 
Pacific are regarded as evidence that the fight be- 
tween Rock Islaid, Missouri Pacific and Union 
Pacific ia to be even more bitter than at present. 
The contest is so demoralizing to the business in 
Wall street that the bulls threaten to cut away 
from those stocks altogether. This morning, how- 
ever, the further reduction in the minimum rate 
of discount of the bank of England to three per 
cent.and the prevailing low rates for money in the 
open market there, created a more bullish feeling 
on stecks at London, and higher prices 
were made for American. stocks, which 
gave this market quite an impetns 
at the start. The recommendation of the ways 
and means committee on the sugar tariff made 
sugar refineries the principal feature at the apen- 
ing, and buying on the impression that new legis- 
lation will increase the consumption of sugar and 
so give employment to idle refineries, was suffi- 
cient to send certificates up nearly three per cent 
during the forenoon, and though dealings in them 
afterward slacked off materially, prices was held 
up to near the last figure. The bullish feeling in 
the general list was helped further by strength in 
Lackawanna, which was beught openly by its 
usual supporters and infiuence of Mr. White, who 
boldly aunounced himself a bull on stock, brought 
in buyers, and it assumed first position in the 
market. 

The report that came from Philadelphia that 
Reading had advanced coal prices from fifteen to 
twenty-tive cents per ton, also helped the improve- 
ment in Lackawanna and also in Jersey Central. 
The bidding up of silver certificates also hada 
marked influence upon the general list, and while 
trading and fluctuations were smallthe strength 
was undoubted, and the upward movement ceased 
only with the close of business. Among the spe- 
cialties which showed marked strength were Ten- 
nessee Coal, Chesapeake and Ohio shares, and 
Wheeling and Lake Erie. Tie close was quiet but 
firm, at about the best prices of the day. Sales of 
listed aggregated 151,000; unlisted 43,000 shares.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 17—Wheat—Quite a large busi- 
ness was again transacted, and the feeting was un- 
settled. The course of prices was irregular and 
erratic, The nature of the market was due largely 
to local speculative influences. Outside business 
continues good. There was considerable interest 
manifested among local dealera to decipher the 
movement of a certain operator here. The opinion 
secmed to prevail that the party in question was 
trying to sustain the market, and get rid of some 
lines of long wheat, and as soon as traders 
thought they discovered an attempt to unload the 
market quickly weakened and some rapid al 
sharp changes occurred. The market opened 
%c higher and advanced \%c more, then tedhowe 
weak and declined 1°4@2c for May and Juue and 
2c for July, rallied some and fluctuated frequently, 
closing about 14%4c lower for May and Ic higher for 
July than the closing figures of yesterday. The 
trading centered mainly in.July, most of the May 
transactions being to offset settlements. 

Corn was fairly active and a little unsettled, 
prices fluctuating frequently within 344@\%c, but 
the market on the whole was firmer. The bulk of 
the trading was local, and prices were governed 
largely by the changes in wheat, The market 
opened firm at an advance of yc over the closing 
prices of yesterday, and under a.good demand 
gradually sold up 4@%c, reacted on increased of- 
ferings, rallied a little, ruled easier, closing 4%@ 
yc better than yesterday. 

Oats were active, stronger and higher. There 
was.no pressure to selland a gooddemand. The 
advance in wheat also had a good effect on values, 
and assisted in advancing prices 5,@%c. On the 
appreciation offerings increased, and slight reces- 
sions followed, but the market closed steady at a 
net gain of wa@ ke. 

Mess pork was unsettled and nervous with fre- 
frequent fluctuations in prices. Theopening sales 
of July were made at 10c advanee, and followed by 
a further improvement of 10c. Later a weaker 
feeling set in, offerings were larger and prices de- 
clined 60465¢. Toward the close they rallied 30@ 
35c, but settled back 7}<c, closing rather steady.
